Infectious 
Disease Totals 
Are Listed 


Eight streptoccocal infections 
were reported from Menlo Park 
during January, the county de- 
partment of health and welfare 
reported this week. 


The infections were reported 
in the department’s regular 
monthly statistical summary, 
which also reported that one 
case of syphilis and three cases 
of gonorrhea, along with a 
single case of mumps, were re- 
ported from the city during 
the month. A ease of chicken 
pox also was reported. 


A case of German measles 
was reported from Woodside 
and East Palo Alto reported 
three cases each of gonorrhea 
and syphilis and a single strep- 
toecoeal infection, the report 
went on. 


Officials of the health depart- 
ment have pointed out that, 
although the monthly report is 
supposed to give a county sum- 
mary on outbreaks of communi- 
cable diseases, many doctois 
don’t report the so-called “chil- 
dren’s diseases” unles the out- 
break is abnormally heavy. 
Thus, reports of single cases of 
such diseases might actually re- 
flect a scattering of them.

Double Taxation 
Faces City Area 


Owing to a legal technicality, an area of the city is 
apt to be subjected to double taxation during the coming 
year, on the basis that it has been annexed to Menlo 
Park, but not disannexed from the Ravenswood Park, 
Recreation and Parkways district. 


The area — that of Byers and Falk court, annexed to 
Menlo Park last year — has 231 residents.

Be that as it may, and although we don’t at any time 
favor double taxation, the disannexation makes things just 
a little bit harder for the Ravenswood ree district, which 
has done an impressive job for the people of the unincor- 
porated areas east of Bayshore.

Public Agencies Evolve Own

The minute-writing  pro- 
clivities of public bodies are 


as varied as the number of 
groups that meet. 
Though the Menlo Park 


School District and the city 
planning commission produce 
documentation which are 
about the most involved, the 
public record is safeguarded 
with great fidelity by just 
about all public agencies. 


However, very few argu- 
ments occur before some of 
the various boards and com- 
missions that meet here- 
abouts, and if such peaceful 
aspects have had a long 
enough duration, the min- 
utes may reflect this by 
being very brief, indeed. 


‘ Too, the technical nature of 
matters discussed may mili- 
tate against long and involved 
records. ; 

A case in point is the Menlo 
Park Fire District board of 
commissioner’s minutes. 

The minutes are kept by a 
secretary and they tell accur- 
ately what the board did. But 
supposing for instance, the 
commission okays the  pur- 
chase of “a 1000-gallon-per- 
minute pumper?” A descrip- 


tion of the device isn’t ap- 
pended, even though the 
phrase may seem a little 


vague and the amount at stake 
may exceed $20,000. 


' The commissioners and the 
firemen know what’s meant, 
though, and can tell you with 
certainty what's meant, if 
asked. Thus, references in 
the minutes are superfluous. 

The sanitary district’s 
minutes, too, might seem a 
little unclear and vague to 

some. They usually have 
something to do with pipes 
and the other underground 
installations of the agency 
and everybody in the dis- 
cussion knows something 
about the engineering prob- 
lems involved, so they need- 

n’t be specified. 

Menlo Park city council 
minutes keep a good record 
too, although some of the dis- 
cussions are recorded “in the 
short form.”

Atherton Town council uses 
a tape recorder, from which a 
transcript is later written up. 

As has been indicated in 
‘previous articles of this 
series, the city planning 
commission and the school 
district board use more 
paper than the other agen- 
cies. 


There are still places in the 
United States where the min- 
ute-keeping of official boards 
is done by the local newspa- 
per. 


In some. small 
poorly-populated areas, the 
newspapers’ _editor-publisher 
(usually he’s the printer, of- 
fice boy and janitor as well) 
is hired as an ex-officio mem- 
ber of, say, the county board 
of supervisors.

He sits in on all meetings 
and takes proper notes, which 
he then prints up in his paper 
for the edification of his read- 
ers. 


It used to be fairly common 
for editors in such backwoods 
places to draw pay as secre- 
taries, and also to bill the 
county for “legal advertising.” 


, Nobody really cared in such 
cases, because the editor did 
provide a public record and 
probably would have starved 
if it hadn’t been for the reve- 
nue he got from the agency he 
was reporting on. 

It’s apparent, just from a 
listing of the numbers of 
public bodies that exist in 
the south county, that no 
such scheme is possible in a 
semi-metropolitan area. 
There are too many boards, 
commissions, and councils. 

Also, such editors pretty 
well have their hands tied,° 
when it comes to criticizing 
government. Quite obviously, 
the operator of such a marsgi- 
nally financed newspaper isn’t 
going to bite the hand that 
feeds him. 

As things now stand, though, 
a citizen can get a pretty 
good idea of what’s going on, 
without wading through type- 


written summaries at the 
courthouse or city’ hall. 
Between the newspaper, 


which attempt to make “the 
record” into something read- 
able and in context and the 
record itself, the story of 
what goes on is pretty com- 
plete.

Apparently ‘not, unless the 
same levels are maintained for 
another five-year. period. We 
are inclined to believe that 
both districts will need an aver- 
age between the tops asked, 
which would show the voters 
that they are willing to meet 
over-burdened taxpayers half- 
way. 


In past years we have criti- 
cized the high schoo} district 
for taking 40 acres in’ the 
heart of our finest homie ‘ar- 
eas for school sites. But this 
note from the Sequoia Union 
High School District bulle- 
tin shows what pikers we dre. 
Admitted that the acreage re- 
quirements come from the 
state level, look at these fig- 
ures: x 


» “The Oakland Board of Edu- 
cation has unanimously approv- 
ed an option to purchase 131.6 
acres from Oddstad and Wun- 
derlich for a new Oakland City 
College site.

Although that seems like a 
long way off, we didn’t think 


the actual plans would get ap- “ 


proval by that time the way 
some counties are trying to 
make changes. The actual sell- 
ing job on the public can’t get 
into full steam until final plans 
are set, so don’t hold your 
breath. 

Officials in San Mateo 
county have complaints of 
the routings and type of con- 
struction, but it seems appar- 
ent that all are anxious to get 
the grade crossing separa- 
tions. These are estimated to 
cost in thé area of $80 mil- 
lions. 

Cost of parking areas, new 
stations and rail lines, plus pay- 
ment fo Southern Pacific, 
would add many more millions, 
but we doubt that even this 
high figure would compare 
with our percentage of the 
$144-billion overall debt that 
will be charged against proper- 
ties in the Bay Area. If we 
can’t pass a small school tax 
raise, how can we expect appro- 
val of such a large tax burden?

Writing 


The fascinating subject of 
character analysis through the 
examination of individual 
handwriting was outlined for 
members of the Menlo Park 
Woman’s Club at last week’s 
meeting.
